They're Tasty 


Disclosure that consumption 
of recycled newsprint is not 
harmful to humans comes as 
no surprise to Mrs. Blanche 
English, and she’s not even a 
chemist. 
Mrs. English has been eating 
newspapers for 20 years with 
no ill effects. 
What’s more, she likes them. 
She made news coast to coast 
late last year when her eating 
taste of two decades was un­ 
covered by a newspaper and 
dispatched over the nation via 
the Associated Press. 
Mrs. English read the papers 
last week (before tearing off a 
portion to eat) and studied the 
story on the FDA’s finding of 
PCBs in recycled cardboard. 
Did it upset her because the 
same 
substance 
may 
be 
in 
recycled newspaper, paper she’s 
been eating over the years? 
“ I wasn’t concerned at all,” 
she said* “even if this PCB 
substance had been in the paper 
I was eating, it didn’t do me 
any harm. I’m healthy and I 
even look healthy.” 
She 
indicated 
even 
if 
the 
analysis of recycled newsprint 
commissioned by The Mercury 
had shown presence of PCBs, 
since it hadn’t hurt her thus 
far she probably would have 
continued consuming the paper 
anyway. 
Surprisingly, Mrs. English is 
not alone in her strange habit, 
but she thought she was until 
her story was told nationwide. 
“ I received hundreds of let­ 
ters from people all over the 
country who 
said they, 
too, 
enjoy eating a little piece of 
newspaper 
every 
once 
in 
a 
while, 
but 
they 
had 
been 
ashamed to tell anyone.”

other harmful substances for 
that matter. 
The disclosure should come as 
good news to people who from 
time to time chew on a piece 
of newsprint and to mothers of 
small children found with wads 
of it in their mouths. 
EAT NEWSPAPERS 
It 
also 
should 
relieve 
the 
minds of hundreds and perhaps 
thousands of Americans who eat 
pieces of newspaper periodically 
and who had become concerned 
over the FDA 
announcement 
concerning recycled cardboard. 
W h i l e 
the 
government’s 
warning on PCBs listed a wide 
r a n g e 
of 
food 
products 
packaged in recycled cardboard 
— such as spaghetti dinners, 
corn meal, mixed baby cereal, 
pancake mixes, grits and noodle 
dinners — it mentioned only one 
brand name, Sunshine shredded 
wheat. 
A 
sample 
of 
Sunshine 
shredded wheat tested by FDA 
chemists, according to Donald 
Berreth, press officer for FDA 
showed 48 times the maximum 
PCBs allowable under federal 
guidelines. 
In the 
other 
products 
not 
identified by brand name, he 
said, PCBs were at levels four 
times higher than government 
standards. 
T h e 
government 
study, 
however, 
focused 
only 
on 
recycled 
cardboard. 
Recycled 
newsprint, 
the 
substance 
on 
which 
most 
newspapers 
are 
printed* was not included in the 
analysis for PCBs. 
An 
FDA 
spokesman 
in 
Berreth’s 
office 
said 
the 
omission was deliberate. 
“Nobody 
in 
America 
eats 
newspapers,” he stated, “ and 
they no longer are used to wrap 
food 
products 
as 
they once 
were. If this were in England 
we might have conducted the 
analysis because most of the 
fish and chips are wrapped in 
them.”

wasn’t made on newsprint he 
said the 
FDA had no idea 
whether 
or 
not' PCBs 
are 
present in the recycled variety. 
Many, though, do not share 
the FDA’s view that nobody 
eats newspaper and on that

Reading, to run the complicated 
and lengthy chemical analysis 
on its recycled newsprint. 
The newsprint was broken

Although the news it contains may be distressing, the paper it is printed on is not dangerous to your health. 
The Mercury, and many other newspapers, use recycled paper in a move to help save the environment. Also be­ 
cause it is cheaper. Last week the government warned that recycled cardboard contains PCBs (a DDT-like chemical.) 
Recycled cardboard showed as much as 48 times the allowable limit of PCBs. Fearing that recycled newsprint could 
also be hazardous, The Mercury had an edition tested. The laboratory reports, 'The Mercury is not dangerous to 
your health.”

Death Penalty Decision 
Slated in Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court, its size dimin­ 
ished by two retirements, opens 
Monday 
a 
new 
term 
which 
could bring decisions on the 
death penalty, rights of crimi­ 
nals and voter residency laws. 
The formal opening session is 
expected to be devoted to trib­ 
utes to Justices Hugo L. Black 
and John M. Harlan who re­ 
tired last month. Black died a 
week after stepping down. Har­ 
lan is hospitalized with cancer. 
Some of the biggest ques­ 
tions — including the constitu­ 
tionality of capital punishment 
and the power of juries to 
reach decisions without unani­ 
mous agreement—are expected 
to 
be 
delayed 
until 
replac- 
ments for Black and Harlan 
are seated. 


HEAR ARGUMENTS 
The court has agreed to hear 
arguments 
on 
whether 
the 
death penalty violates the Con­ 
stitution’s ban on cruel and un­ 
usual 
punishment; 
whether 
states may require residency of 
up to a year before voting; 
whether 
newsmen 
may 
be 
forced to testify in criminal 
cases, 
and 
whether 
private 
clubs operating under a state 


c h a r t e r 
may 
discriminate 
against blacks. 
After the opening ceremonies, 
the court will begin deciding 
which of the hundreds of ap­ 
peals filed since June 30 that it 
will consider during the coming 
months.

SAIGON (AP) - President 
Nguyen Van Thieu was assured 
Monday of an overwhelming 
vote of confidence-marred bid 
for re-election. 
With final results tabulated in 
45 of South Vietnam’s 56 voting 
constituencies, authorities said 
Thieu had won an average of 
95.55 per cent of the ballots 
cast, with 4.45 per cent against 
him. 
Election

that nationwide, a record 87.7 
per cent of the more than seven 
million registered voters cast 
their ballots. 
Thieu, the only presidential 
candidate, had specified 50 per

Riots Erupt 


In Vietnam 


DA NANG, Vietnam (AP) - 
Gunfire rattled in the streets of 
South Vietnam’s second largest 
city Sunday and armored cars 
rumbled in to quell the blood­ 
iest antigovernment demonstra­ 
tion on election day. 
Hundreds of monks in saffron 
robes, high school students, dis­ 
abled 
veterans, 
Vietnamese 
Boy Scouts and teen-age girls 
clashed repeatedly with police 
and 
army 
troops 
in savage 
street figthting. 
By day’s end, local hospitals 
reported treating at least 57 
wounded, three of them by gun­ 
shot and 26 by shrapnel from 
hand grenades. All but nine 
were civilians. 
Monks at the Tinh Hoi Pa­ 
goda claimed two persons were 
killed, 
a 
17-year-old 
student 
demonstrator 
and 
42-year-old 
man they described as an on­ 
looker. They said they were 
hiding the bodies to prevent au­ 
thorities 
from 
taking 
them 
away and later disclaiming any 
knowledge of fatalities. 
The disturbances erupted ear­ 
ly in the morning as columns of 
demonstrators led by monks 
tried to block roads leading to 
nine polling places in downtown 
Da Nang. They were met by 
barbed 
wire 
barricades 
and 
combat police with M16 rifles. 
When 
the 
monks 
removed 
some of the barricades, the po­ 
lice began firing tear gas canis­ 
ters. The demonstrators retali­ 
ated with rocks and Molotov 
cocktails, screaming “down with 
the election.” 
Some of the demonstrators 
carried gas masks. Others used 
cellophane 
bags 
or 
simply 
squeezed 
lemons 
into 
their 
streaming eyes. 


Reapportionment Is Legislators' Top Issue 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Dem­ 
ocratic leaders meet Monday to 
discuss pending legislation for 
the fall session, but the top is­ 
sue already 
has been deter­ 
mined: reapportionment. 
Always controversial, the po­ 
litically sensitive redistricting 
job should be finished by mid- 
October to avoid chaos in next 
spring’s primary election. State 
House and Senate, and U. S. 
Congressional 
seats 
must be 
reapportioned. 
Recent additions to the State 
Constitution provide for up to 
90 days of public advertising 
and appeals after final redis­ 
tricting plans are worked out. 
That 90-day period must be 
completed before the Jan. 25 
deadline 
for 
primary 
candi­ 
dates to file for office: they 
cannot 
file 
without 
knowing 
what areas their districts in­ 
clude. 
Both Houses are in session 
Monday, although little action 
is expected. Senate Democratic 
leaders will meet with the gov­ 
ernor. 


A mining conservation bill, 
drug reform, and confirmation 
of appointed officials are part 
of the unfinished business be­ 
fore the lawmakers, who re­ 
cessed five weeks ago. ‘ 
Redistricting is necessary to 
conform with the 1970 federal 
census. 


PRIMARY FIGHTS 
As before, it will knock some 
incumbents out of a job, and 
pit Democrat against Demo­ 
crat, Republican against Re­ 
publican in primary fights. 
Reapportioning 
the 
state 
House and Senate seats must 
be approved by a five-member 
commission composed of two 
Democrats, 
two 
Republicans 
ana a neutral law professor 
from the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania, who serves as chairman. 
The four political members 
are Rep. James F. Prender- 
gast, House Democratic whip; 
House Republican Leader Ken­ 
neth B. Lee; Senate Majority 
Leader Thomas F. Lamb and 
Sen. Richard A. Tilghman, R- 


Montgomery. Dr. A. Leo Levin 
is the chairman. 
Congressional redistricting is 
handled by the state legislature. 
State House and Senate staff 
members currently are drawing 
up maps that will be submitted 
to the Reapportionment Com­ 
mission for Pennsylvania legis­ 
lative redistricting. 
Under the U. S. Supreme 
Court’s one-man, one-vote de­ 
cision, each House district must 
have equal population — or 58,- 
098 persons under the new cen­ 
sus figures. 
Senate seats must total 235,- 
878 and Congressional districts 
471,576. 
While both state and congres­ 
sional reapportionment are sen­ 
sitive politically, there’s a ma­ 
jor 
difference. 
Total 
state 
House and Senate seats remain 
at 203 and 50 respectively, but 
Congressional seats drop from 
27 to 25. 
Sources report both parties 
are agreed on, perhaps, 80 per 
cent of the state legislative dis­ 
tricts. The thorniest problem is 


in 
Philadelphia, 
where 
one 
House district will be eliminat­ 
ed. But there, as elsewhere, the 
amount 
of 
incumbents 
that 
could lose out exceed the num­ 
ber of lost seats. 
For instance, two Democrats 
from Philadelphia, now holding 
separate seats, could wind up 
living in the same newly ap­ 
portioned 
district. 
If 
both 
wanted to stay in the legisla­ 
ture, there would be a primary 
fight. This could occur in sever­ 
al areas of Philadelphia, forc­ 
ing 
several 
incumbents 
out, 
even though only one seat will 
be eliminated. 


NEW FACES 
The primary fights would not 
necessarily 
mean 
a 
loss 
in 
strength to a party, however. 
Tt would just mean running new 
faces in some districts to re­ 
place incumbents. 
In another example, state re­ 
apportionment could change the 
political picture of a district, 
possibly ending a political ca­ 
reer. 


The latter example may not 
be 
too 
prevalent 
this 
time, 
however, because the one-man, 
one-vote decision leaves little 
room 
f o r 
gerrymandering. 
When a district hits the neces­ 
sary population figure, you can 
no longer throw in an odd­ 
shaped addition to insure polit­ 
ical victory or defeat. 
Sources 
from 
both 
parties 
said they expect the over-all 
House balance to remain in its 
current condition: basically ev­ 
en, with enough swing seats to 
go either way. Democrats now 
control the House 112-90 with 
one vacancy, but many of the 
majority seats formerly were 
held 
by 
Republicans.

could be won back in the 1972 
elections. 
In 
the 
Senate, 
Democrats 
would like to hold the 26-24 ma­ 
jority they now have. They also 
would like to add swing seats 
in Beaver and York counties, 
and a Philadelphia seat that 
must be combined with a sub­ 
urban area.

Thieu cast his own ballot at 
Saigon’s

Hall. 
He 
told 
newsmen that winning the 50 
per 
cent 
margin would 
not 
guarantee that he will accept 
another term. 
“I will consider all the fac­ 
tors,” he said, speaking before 
the size of the vote in his favor 
became apparent. 
The president also reported 
his pledge to retire when he 
achieves peace. 
“Another four-year term is 
less important to me than the 
opportunity to bring peace to 
Vietnam,” he said. “The impor­ 
tant thing is that I achieve 
peace, whether that be in three 
to five months or in one to two 
years.” 
He also declared the enemy 
had failed in its efforts to dis­ 
rupt the voting.

After Freeze 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare said Sunday the 
Nixon administration plans to 
include controls on hospital and 
doctors’ costs in Phase 2 of the 
new economic program. 
Secretary Elliot L. Richard­ 
son said since Nixon announced 
his program Aug. 15 to stem in­ 
flation and unemployment, the 
department has been working 
with the Cost of Living Council 
on sanctions for after the wage- 
price freeze ends. 
“Because the very rapid rate 
these costs have been rising 
year after year, we do intend to 
include 
specific measures 
to 
deal with them,” Richardson 
said. He gave no specifics. 
Richardson made his com­ 
ments on the NBC radio-tele­ 
vision 
program 
“ Meet 
the 
Press.” 
Richardson said also the Nix­ 
on administration in addition 
may send a proposal to Con­ 
gress supplementing the Presi­ 
dent’s health-insurance bills to 
deal with costs and quality of 
medical services. 
Richardson said since the ad­ 
ministration has “ proposed to 
mandate health insurance cov­ 
erage for all families and all 
w orkers,. . . 
that 
we 
should 
also hold out assurances that 
cost and quality of medical 
care 
are 
going to be 
pro­ 
tected.” 
On another subject, Richard­ 
son said there is an opportunity 
Congress may complete action 
on the President’s welfare re­ 
form program before the end of 
the year. 
This could be accomplished if 
the 
Senate 
held 
abbreviated 
hearings and then began execu­ 
tive sessions on the proposals, 
Richardson said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
gress generally takes years to 
enact programs with a wide so­ 
cial sweep, but in a couple of 
hours last week the House ap­ 
proved one that could have a 
tremendous impact on the na­ 
tion’s future. 
It has as its goal nothing less 
than seeing to it that each child 
born in the United States is giv­ 
en an opportunity to develop to 
his full potential. 
In pursuit of that 
goal it 
would establish a

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Expert Befuddlement 


A successful bureaucrat, it has said, is 
one who may not know his subject but has 
m astered the art of hiding the fact. The 
same may be said of some economists. As 
evidence, consider this gem 
from the 
Joint Economic Subcommittee: 
“P art of the problem in evaluating the 
balance of paym ents position of the Unit­ 
ed States lies in the difficulty of selecting 
an appropriate m easure. Most analysts 
and officials now appear to agree that the 
most relevant statistical series is the 
balance on current and long term capital 
accounts. 
“This balance gives the net result 
(adjusted for public and private rem it­ 
tances and gifts to foreigners) of sales to 
and purchases from foreigners of m er­ 
chandise. services, long term securities, 
and direct interests in productive enter­ 
prises. 
“The liquidity balance was introduced 
after World War II as a comparison 
between US liquid liabilities to all for­ 


eigners and our ability to pay off those 
liabilities from gold and other reserves. 
This measure has now lost much of its 
relevance because liquid liabilities to for­ 
eigners are currently over three times 
the US reserve stock and because the dis­ 
solution of gold pool and the establish­ 
ment of the two tier gold price system 
have relieved the United States of any 
obligation to intervene in private gold 
markets. 
“The official settlements balance is 
supposed to m easure the extent of official 
intervention in exchange m arkets that is 
required to maintain stable exchange 
rates, but the validity of this calculation 
has recently been impaired by monetary 
authorities’ transactions in the Eurodol­ 
lar market.** * 
The gist of all that appears to be that 
the US no longer settles its international 
obligations in gold and no one is quite 
sure how it is all going to work out. 


Back to Steam 


That conditions change to recall once 
obsolete concepts back to the realm of 
practicality, is shown by the persistent 
interest in steam engines. Long relegated 
largely to the annals of nostalgia, the 
steam engine still challenges m an’s ima­ 
gination — this tim e to provide at least 
a partial answer to the internal combus­ 
tion engine’s pollution habits 
No one has proved steam propulsion 


can be made more efficient than other 
types of fuel, but efficiency no longer is 
the prim ary concern. Whether steam en­ 
gines can stage a 
comeback depends 
upon refinements over engines of yester­ 
year, but the news that a Philadelphia- 
area family has arranged financing for a 
factory which will turn out 1,000 steam 
engines a month is not as surprising as it 
would have been a short while ago. 


Catering to Southpaws 


The day when a left-handed child was 
doomed to a life of frustration and awk­ 
wardness has passed. There are still some 
inconveniences for southpaws, but m anu­ 
facturers now m ake everything from 
scissors to bowling balls in both right and 
left-hand styles. 
Nor is it fashionable any longer to dis­ 
courage a child from using his left hand. 
A recent book on the subject even pro­ 
motes the idea that a child whose left 


eye is dominant (about one-fourth the 
population) ought to be trained left-hand­ 
ed. 
This is quite a switch from the past, 
when students who held a pen in the left 
hand were likely 
to feel a ruler across 
the knuckles. Now a teacher up on his 
anatomical coordinations more probably 
would ask why a dominent left eye is 
matched with a dominant right hand. 


No Escape Valve 


Even dream s of far-away places are 
becoming polluted it seems. When the 
«iaily pace becomes really frantic, and 
fuming and fretting threaten to get 
•ompletely out of hand, a favorite phy- 
chological escape valve for many has 
been to dream of the serenity of a far­ 
away place — such as a South Pacific 
island.

All Around the Town 


Colebrookdale Known 


For Many Preachers 


By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 


Area H istorian 
P aster Muhlenberg’s m other was considerably 
shaken when he, as a young m an, decided to ac­ 
cept his call in the wilderness of America. “ I 
would rather follow him to his grave,” she is re­ 
ported to have said, “ than afterw ards to hear that 
he was torn to pieces by the savages.” 
Too much was made of the “savagery” of the 
Indians by early German pioneers. What was true 
west of the Blue Mountains was not true for here. 
As it turned out, people had m ore to fear from 
those of their own color than they did from the 
red men. It is a little difficult to believe that by 
the time Pastor Muhlenberg accepted his first 
call at Swamp, Nov. 28, 1742, the New Hanover 
Church already had been served by from eight 
to ten earlier preachers. 
The first log church had 
been constructed 
very early (we already have com m itted our­ 
selves to the year 1704). The first pastor was Dan­ 
iel Falckner (Jounrney Through Our Land, pl5). 
But there were other early m en serving the 
Swamp pulpit worthy of examination. One of the 
select few appears to have been G erhart Henkel, 
court preacher and descendant of Count Henkel of 
Poeltzig, ordained February of 1692 and believed 
to have been exiled by his soverign against whose 
corruption he railed. 
Coming to this country he brought with him 
a large family, which included his son-in-law, 
Valentine Geiger. Rev. John Casper Stover S r% 
asserted that the Rev. Henkel served a year with 
him in Virginia. By the end of that tim e the Hen- 
kels and Geigers appeared in Falckner’s Swamp. 
Both of those men also owned land in Colebrook­ 
dale Township, according to the Rev. J. J. Kline’s 
bicentennial history of New Hanover Church. In 
those days Colebrookdale Township extended all 
the way to Hill Church — but then, that particular 
area was known as Oley Hill. 
Muhlenberg by the time he entered these m at­ 
ters in his diary during the 1740s spoke of Valen­ 
tine Geiger as the oldest inhabitant in Colebrook­ 
dale Township (des besagten A m tes), meaning 
both in personal years and in having served the 
community. If so, he could not have held that re­ 
cord by many months if we take into account Rut­ 
ter and P otts’ furnace industry, opening up by the 
year 1720. 
Be that as it may, New Hanover pulpit, ac­ 
cording to the Rev. Kline, was served during the 
years 1720 and 1723 by the Rev. Samuel Hesselius, 
first resident pastor of Morlatton. Then G erhart 
Henkel returned to the pastorate until 1728, or 
1730, when this old pioneer passed away. 
How the old nam es took hold! By 1746, Ger­ 
man nam es were appearing all over the Black­ 
smith Book of Colebrookdale furnace, and we find 
the old Gablesville nam e of George Hingle “to an 
iron for ye Potters’ use,” and Valentine Hougher- 
ter to making a “hagle” — im proper German 
spelling for the word hackle, and the names Hin- 
kel and Howerter, of course, of today. 
When The Rev. Muhlenberg set foot in the 
ancient log church of Swamp for the first time, 
he was confronted by one “ N.” Schmidt, who 
thought himself to be the duly elected and accept­ 
ed preacher. 
This column strongly feels Schmiat acted 
much the gentleman in withdrawing gracefully in 
favor of the younger preacher sent from Ger­ 
many. 
This Schmidt has been characterized as a 
quack dentist by profession, a m an who too dear­ 
ly loved his “schnaps.” But The Rev. Muhlenberg 
cam e to his defense by saying the man at least 
preached “ edifying serm ons.” Preacher Schmidt 
has not been catagorically identified to our area, 
though The Rev. Kline builds a good case for his 
first initial “N” having been written in error. 
Wrote The Rev. Kline: “ . . . we do know that 
about this time here designated — 1739 and 1740, 
a certain John George Schmidt officiated in this 
vicinity as a Lutheran Pastor. Thus the man him ­ 
self wrote his name. This is the nam e given him 
in a promissory note in which four prominent 
m em bers of Stover’s Little Tulpehocken Church 
bound themselves to pay him an annual salary 
for services as m inister. When he transfers its 
paym ent by order of George Boone, Esq., he 
writes his name as John George Schmidt. This 
document gives his residence as Colebrookdale. 
The declaration placed in the cornerstone of the 
third church erected on Oley Hill (Hill Church) 
states officially that Hill Church was at that time 
in Colebrookdale district. 
The Halle Reports 
assert positively that this was the sam e man who 
posed as pastor at New Hanover. . .” 
How these old time preachers got around! Pro­ 
fessor Fox, who kindly called by telephone the 
other day, reminded me that his grandparents 
had been m arried by Augustus Herm an, probab­ 
ly a brother to Lewis Herm an who preached brief­ 
ly at Sassam an’s Church, and Augustus was one 
who by use of his buggy or on horseback, as the 
call struck him, would begin riding a wide circle 
of the churces within a considerable radius — 
and often did not return to his home pulpit at 
Blandón for six weeks to three months! 
The Rev. Kline had some reason to suppose 
Schmidt’s residence might not have been farther 
than six to eight miles and possibly not more than 
four miles from New Hanover. 
Colebrookdale must have been quite an open 
country for preachers in those days. Stover him ­ 
self, or his son, is believed to have ridden through, 
establishing a meeting house at every crossroads. 
It is said he baptized three persons in 1732, and 
again three in 1733. 
In writing of Bally, Leo Gregory Fink reminds 
us that Father Schneider first said m ass in the 
homes of the people until he acquired residence 
in a two-story fram e house and m ade it his rec­ 
tory and parish school. In 1743, he began building 
the Chapel of Saint Paul, which still stands in the 
aspe of the present Church of the Most Blessed 
Sacram ent. . .

$100,000 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) - 
An El Reno, Okla., woman has 
discovered a printing error on 
a sheet of eight-cent stamps 
and one expert says the mis­ 
print may be worth $1 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
Mrs. Corliss B. Allen bought 
eight 50-stamp sheets of the 
new 
commemorative 
stamp 
honoring 
the 
U.S. 
space 
achievement. The stamp shows 
a scene of the Apollo 15 mission 
on the moon’s surface and in­ 
cludes 
the 
words 
“ United 
the first unmanned craft States in Space . . . A Decade 
of 
Achievement” 
across 
the 
bottom. 
Joe Crosby, president of the 
Oklahoma 
Philatelic 
Society 
said that because of an appar­ 
ent accidental shift of the print­ 
ing press, the colors and print­ 
ing on one sheet of stamps are 
!5% 
millimeters 
off. 
Some 
stam ps are missing the slogan 
across the bottom, he said, and 
others have the words in the 
wrong position. 
Crosby said Saturday he is 
convinced the stam ps are au­ 
thentic government misprints. 
Hugh Randall, former presi­ 
dent 
of 
the 
state 
philatelic 
society, said the stam ps could 
be worth $1 0 0 , 0 0 0 or more. 
There may be more of the 
misprints around. Mrs. Allen, a 
stam p collector for 15-years,

minutes of the meeting show 
no 
action 
which 
could 
sub­ 
stantiate school board President 
Steve Stavrou’s charge that the 
association 
is 
launching 
an 
investigation 
i n t o 
textbook 
burning. 
“How could we launch such 
an 
investigation?” 
Penrose 
asked. “We have been given no 
proof. One of the Democratic 
candidates, 
Howard Rumler, 
mentioned an incident of book 
burning at the meeting, but the 
association can’t authorize an 
investigation 
unless it 
has 
definite proof. We cannot and 
would not deny Rumler’s right 
to 
speak. 
In 
a 
democratic 
society every person has a right 
to be heard.” 
David P. Lake, vice president, 
suggested 
that 
in 
view 
of 
Stavrou’s 
defensive 
attitude, 
perhaps there really may be 
something to investigate. 


OTHER CHARGES 
Stavrou’s other charges (The

Shafer Tenure Viewed in Retrospect

H A R R I S B U R G - With 
Democratic 
Gov. 
Milton J. 
Shapp winding up his ninth 
month at the helm of the ship 
of state, and his predecessor, 
f o r m e r 
Republican 
Gov. 
Raymond P. Shafer anxiously 
waiting in the wings for a 
federal judgeship appointment, 
a simmered down look-back at 
this point at the four-year reign 
of Shafer is perhaps interesting 
and noteworthy. 
Of course, the prime question 
might be one of just how well 
did Shafer actually fare during 
his stint at the wheel? 
Looking at a few facets of 
his gubernatorial reign: 
His popularity throughout the 
state was nothing exceptional; 
in fact he seems to have gained 
greater reknown nationally than 
at home. 


His 
programs, 
ideas 
and 
innovations were varied and 
widespread, 
many 
of ‘hem 
regarded as excellent, top-flight 
— but he had a most difficult 
time in a good many instances 
trying to get them across, to 
the populace as a whole and 
the legislative branch in par­ 
ticular. (Sound familiar. Mr. 
Shapp?) 
For example, within the span 
of his first year he enunciated 
early in his administration that 
one of his top priority goals 
would 
be 
a 
Constitutional 
Convention. It had to go through 
the legislature and then the 
electorate as a whole. 
It made the grade on both 
counts — as history books now 
relate — but the simple fact 
is that in the legislative test 
he couldn’t scrounge enough 
votes within his own party to 


pass the convention move. Had 
it not been for opposition 
Democratic votes provided in 
the House of Representatives, 
it would have failed. (Sound 
familiar, Mr. Shapp — re the 
new state income tax?) 
But he demonstrated a unique 
resiliency, an almost inborn 
ability to shrug off disap­ 
pointment or momentary set- 
bacK — and come back fighting. 
Perhaps illustrating this was 
the dogged determination with 
which he banged after his $300 
million tax increase program in 
1967 
insisting 
Pennsylvania 
needed if it was to amount to 
anything more than a hill of 
pumpkin seeds. 
The first half of the year he 
was fighting not only opposition 
Democrats in the legislature to 
get the tax program through, 
but also hás own party in both 


the House of Representatives 
and the Senate. (Sound familiar, 
Mr. Shapp?) 
Any 
proposal to increase 
taxes is never popular — to say 
nothing of the then whopping 
$300 million Shafer insisted all 
along he needed. In the final 
blow-down 
as the 
12-month 
session drew to a close, what 
happened? 
He wound up getting a bit 
more than he bargained for 
originally! 
The third year of his four- 
year reign turned into a spor­ 
ting year too for his excellency, 
almost no matter how you look 
at it. 
On the budget and tax front 
it was something like that 1967 
session which ran a 12-month 
course before the legislature 
that year gave him his shillings 
and farthings. 


He asked for a $500 million 
tax-spending increase — enough 
of a shocker on its own — but 
then proposed a state personal 
income tax to underwrite it, 
which shook virtually every 
taxpayer tree to its last apple, 
t o 
say 
nothing 
of 
the 
lawmakers! 
And. as in 1967, the tax mess 
strayed right down to the 
Christmas wire —* but he 
his $500.000.000 tax uppage. 
That’s an $800.000,000 
increase during his four-year 
tenure, something no other chief 
executive ever managed to 
achieve — up to that point — 
but pshaw, Gov. Shapp who in 
less space than the nine months 
he has been in office has 
already managed a 
billion- 
dollar-plus tax increase!

Peace Efforts of U.N.

He 
was a friendly soul — maybe 
the last resident of the area 
completely at peace with the 
world. The cops used to call 
out his name before the big 
black ball swung on a wall, to 
warn him to move on to some 
untapped hovel. 
One day Mike was too stiff 
to hear the kindly counsel. The 
ball swung, knocked in a wall, 
and Mike was found under the 
bricks. The cops were saddened.

its members either delay or 
totally neglect the little matter 
of paying their dues. The 
American taxpayer picks up 
about half the tab for all of 
the U.N.’s activities. 
The secretary general who 
will succeed U Thant can hardly 
be less than that cipher. The lil. 
charter’s language sound very 
important. Doesn’t make the job, 
A secretary general “can per­ 
form such functions as are en­ 
trusted to him. ’’Not much is 
entrusted to him except to boss 
the Secretariat, bow at the right 
time, and “bring to the at­ 
tention” of other U.N. organs 
such situations as he considers 
important — like a fire in the 
basement. 
U Thant’s name, in Burmese, 
translates 
roughly 
to 
“Mr. 
Clean.” He lived up to it ever 
since he was voted to succeed 
the late Dag Hammarskjold. He 
kept his hands clean of just 
about every crisis the world 
organization faced. 
Hammasskjold, expanding nis 
meagre mandate, led diplomatic 
expeditions to Peking and the 
Middle East, dispatched U.N 
observation and police forces to 
Laos and Lebanon, enraged the 
Sovit Union by shutting down 
the promising war in the Congo. 
His plane mysteriously crashed 
on his way to confer with Moise 
T s h o m b e , 
and 
he 
was 
posthumously a w a r d e d the 
Nobel Peace Prize. One of his 
relatives said the other day that 
the 
R u s s i a n s 
probably 
sabotaged the plane.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 
of the worst enemies of the 
Senate filibuster have decided 
that unlimited talk isn’t such a 
bad idea after all. 
As a result, the rule requiring 
a two-thirds vote to curb Senate 
debate, often fought at the start 
of new sessions, now appears 
unshakeable.

Clamps Down 
On Pollutors 


LOUISVILLE, Ky.

Louisville 
residents 
who 
are 
careless 
about 
pollution 
are 
findng themselves faced with 
changes in a new kind of court 
established to prosecute what a 
judge calls “ecological crimi­ 
nals.” 
Judge Glenn McDonald of the 
J e f f e r s o n Quarterly Court 
Criminal Division has set aside 
every 
Friday 
afternoon 
for 
cases on pollution and ecology. 
He described the sessions as 
“ a court of public awareness.” 
adding, “This court is for the 
people—to make them aware of 
the laws and to make the legis­ 
lature aware of the need to 
enact new laws.” 
When the court was estab­ 
lished five months ago, most of 
the cases were brought by ei­ 
ther the Air Pollution Control 
Board or the Board of Health. 
“We got more complaints on 
the 
telephone 
than 
actual,” 
McDonald said. 
“ People just 
don’t seem to want to get in­ 
volved.” 
Lately, 
however, 
ordinary 
citizens have gotten into the 
act, filing suits against individ* 
uals, groups or companies they 
think are polluters. 
OBTAIN SUMMONS 
To bring suit against a pollu­ 
ter, a citizen must obtain a 
summons at the County Clerk’s 
office, name the violator, the 
alleged violation, and provide 
his own name. Within four to six 
weeks, plaintiff and defendant 
are summoned to court, fines 
have averaged from $10 to sev­ 
eral hundred dollars in the non­ 
jury cases. 
There are few laws under 
which 
laymen can prosecute 
ecology 
cases 
in 
Kentucky, 
McDonald said. The strongest, 
he said, is the highway littering 
statute, which prohibits road­ 
side dumping of trash. 
Last Friday defendants in- 
ed a man taken to court by his 
neighbors for dumping garbage 
in the street instead of paying a 
$3 dumping fine in his subdivi­ 
sion. The man was found guilty 
and fined $300 for littering. 
Among other littering cases 
McDonald has heard was one in 
which a man moving furniture 
from one apartment to another 
dumped some of it along a 
Louisville roadway. A person 
who saw the illegal dumping 
brought suit and the man was 
found guilty. 
Other cases may be prose­ 
cuted under a public nuisance 
statute, which covers violations 
on private property. 
One such case involved 
a 
man 
who 
collected 
manure 
from local racetracks to sell as 
fertilizer. The manure pile, lo­ 
cated at his home, caught fire 
t h r o u g h spontaneous 
com­ 
bustion 
and, 
according 
to 
McDonald, emitted “ all sorts of 
obnoxious odors.” 
BROUGHT SUIT 
The man’s neighbors brought 
suit, and a conviction followed. 
McDonald 
says 
there 
are 
some problems because some 
statutes governing pollution re- 
clud a man taken to court by his 
example, he said, a layman 
couldn’t 
prosecute 
a 
person 
driving a car with a filthy ex­ 
haust stream, because proof of 
pollution is required. 
The law says air pollution 
must be measured on a Ringle- 
man scale-a scientific measur­ 
ing device — and that simply 
; seeing a car pollute does not 
constitute proof. 
The plaintiff in a criminal 
case concerning pollution does 
not pay court costs McDonald 
said. Defendants who lose must 
- pay costs. In the case of acquit- 
* tal, nobody pays.

Friday and produced the first 
coast-to-coast 
longshoremen’s 
walkout—were scheduled to re­ 
sume Monday. Union negotia­ 
tors in the mine workers’ walk­ 
out were to report to their 
members Monday. 
J. Curtis Courts, the chief 
federal mediator who has been 
meeting with both sides in the 
West Coast strike, said Sunday 
in San Francisco, “We are nea­ 
rer a settlement than we were 
before and we’re still trying.” 
Until now, the longest dock 
strike in Pacific coast history 
was a walkout 23 years ago 
that was settled on Christmas 
Eve after 95 days. 
The work stoppage by 15,000 
longshoremen has shut down 24 
ports from Canada to Mexico 
since July 1, causing financial 
losses estimated at more than 
$1.5 billion in California alone. 
After a meeting with both 
sides in Oregon Sept. 25, Presi­ 
dent Nixon announced that ne­ 
gotiators promised to try for a 
settlement 
by 
the 
weekend. 
Counts said Nixon has made no 
further pleas with either side 
since then. 
Edwin Scott, regional direc­ 
tor of the Federal Mediation 
Service, said “substantial prog­ 
ress” had been made by Fri­ 
day, but he said Sunday: “I 
never said we’d have it all 
wrapped 
up 
this 
weekend. 
We’re making progress, 
how 
ever.” 
Negotiators 
met 
until 
9:30 
p.m. Saturday and planned to 
resume Sunday afternoon. 
At issue is a dispute over 
loading certain container cargo, 
plus

longshoremen’s

mands for a 34.7 per cent wage 
hike, 
a 
guaranteed 
40-hour 
work week and more fringe 
benefits. 
Involved in the East Coast 
walkout are 45,000 members of 
the 
AFL-CIO 
International 
Longshoremen’s Association. 
The guaranteed wage issue is 
at the center of the dispute. 
The union seeks retention of a 
contract provision guaranteeing 
eligible 
longshoremen 
2,080 
hours 
of 
pay 
a 
year—the 
equivalet of 52 weeks at 40 
hours a week. The New York 
Shipping Association said the 
plan cost shippers $15 million 
last year and wants it revised. 
There were no developments 
Sunday in the strike by 80,000 
members of the United Mine 
Workers in 20 states. The walk­ 
out began Friday following ex­ 
piration of the union contract 
with the Bituminous Coal Oper­ 
ators Association. The union is 
seeking an increase in the cur­ 
rent top pay of $37 to $50 a day 
and 
increased

ments to its welfare and retire­ 
ment fund. 
The effects of the strike con­ 
tinued to spread.

Irish Violence 
Claims Two 
More Lives 
BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) __ Two men died Sunday 
in separate bombing and shoot­ 
ing incidents, bringing the total 
killed in Northern Ireland’s last 
two years of violence to 115. 
A terrorist bomb damaged a 
government office at Lisburn, 
10 miles from Belfast, shortly 
after 
midnight.

body found nearby was later 
identified by police as Terence 
McDermott 19. A British army 
spokesman said security forces

volved in planting the bomb. 
The second victim was shot 
dead in one of several predawn 
exchanges of automatic gun­ 
fire, this time in the Roman 
Catholic Falls Road area. The 
army said it was not involved 
in the exchange that included 
the fatal shooting. There were 
no other reports of injuries.

12,000 British 
troops 
have been patrolling the prov­ 
ince for the past two years, try­ 
ing to keep the peace between 
rival Roman Catholic and Pro­ 
testant communities.
